the same general route chosen the 
Short Line and practically paralleling 
the road surveyed by that company. 
Senator Kearns states that these 
engineers will be given every possible 
assistance, and that their work will 
be pushed as rapidly as possible, and 
that just as soon as the respective 
routes are chosen active construction 
work will begin. 
There is a well-established rumor 
here today to the effect that the San 
Pedro people have secured an option 
upon the West Side Rapid Transit 
Railroad, a suburban street-car line.

with. The committee will go into the 
subject thoroughly, and hopes to be 
able to recommend a comprehensive 
bill to Congress when it meets in De- 
cem ber. 

Hugh H. Hanna of Indtanapolis, 
representing the monetary commission 
of Indianapolis Sound Money Conven- 
tion. is anxious to have the commit- 
tee take up anew the general subject 
of currency tegisiation, with particu- 
lar reference to making favorable rec- 
ommerdations on the Overereet and 
Lovering bills, and to provide for the 
compulsory payment of gold at the 
treasury, but it seems to be the opin- 
jon of members of the Finance Com- 
mittee that there has been legislatiog 
enough for the present, and that the 
wise thing to do is to let things alone.

Bad Collision Between 
Two Ferryboats. 


Many Passengers “May 
be Drowned. 


— — 


Panic in Rapid Waters— Heroic 
Efforts of Other Boais 
Save Many Lives. 


IBY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PReas—PM) 
NEW YORK, June 14.—The wooden 
sidewheeler Northfield, which has been 
in the service of the Staten Island 
Ferry Company for the past thirty- 
eight years, was rammed tonight by 
the steel-hulled propellor Mauch 
Chunk, used as a ferryboat by the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey. 

The collision occurred just off the 
Staten Isiand ferry slip, at the foot of 
Whiteball street, and in less than 
twenty minutes afterward the North- 
field, which was crowded with passen- 
gers, sank at the outer edge of the 
Spanish line pier in the East River. 
The Mauch Chunk, which was badly 
damaged, landed two dozen passengers 
who were aboard of her. Over a hun- 
dred of the passengers of the sunken 
Northfield were dragged out of the 
water by people along the shore and 
the crews of the fleet of river tugs, 
which promptly responded to the ferry- 
boat's call for help. 

A fw of the Northfield’s passengers 
were hurt in the accident, and the po- 
lice believe that some lives were lost. 
Capt. Daniel Gully of the tugboat Mu- 
tual, who saw the ferryboats crash to- 
gether, says that immediately after 
thes collision between twenty-five and 
thirty of the passengers leaped into 
the water, and that many of those per- 
ished. Capt. Gully also declared that 
he is sure that over a hundred of the 
Northfleld's passengers were drowned. 
The captains of other tugboats who 
were early on the scene, are inclined, 
however, to think that the disaster 
was not so serious as regards loss of 
life. Thus far no dead bodies have been 
recovered. 

The reason for such difference of 
opinion as to the extent of the disaster 
is that the wildest excitement pre- 
volled on the Northfield. The tug Mu- 
tual saved in all about seventy-five 
persons from the Northfield, and the 
tugs Unity and Arrow saved between 
them 150 people. Two poilkeemen of the 
old sup station claim to have rescued 
nearly thirty people between them. As 
as the crowd which had followed 
the sinking ferryboat along the river 
front were able to render any aid they 
worked with a will, and in many in- 
stances men sprang into the water io 
save life. The greatest service Was ren- 
dered by tug beats, which circled 
around t Northfield and made a 
bridge to the Spanish-line pier. Men 
and women clam ed over the tugs to 
the shore. 

While the Northtfield was well sup- 
Plied with life preservers, which wer: 
stowed in cut of the way places, not 
more than two dozen of the endan- 
gered passergers were able to get the 
life beits on. This state of affairs was 
because the lite preservers were not 
handily ol.tainable. and the wildest sort 
of panic followed when the hundreds 
of passe gers realized their danger. 
This was only a few minutes before the 
Northtfiel4 sank to the bottom of the 
river, and then all who had not 
jumped into che tugs found themselves 
in the water. 

The swift-runni flood tide and the 
question of which t had the right 
of way was the cause of the disaster. 
Capt. Abraham Johnson was in charge 
of the Northfield, and Capt. C. 8. Grif- 
fen was in command of the Mauch 
Chunk. Each lays the blame for the 
collision on the other. 

The Northfield, with a load of passen- 
gers Variously estimated at 800 and 1200, 
at 6:10 p.m. started out of the west 
slip at Whitehall street for St. George, 
Staten Island, and at 5:52 p.m. the 
Mauch Chunk left the rat! slip at 
Communpow for Whitehall street. The 
latter craft was abreast of the barge 
office at the Battery when the North- 
field came out of the slip. An exchange 
of whistles between the boats was fol- 
lowed by the crash. Capt. Griffen ap- 
parently believed that the State Isi- 
and ferryboat would be haited until he 
had worked his boat into the upper 
slip, and on the other hand, Capt. 
Johnson supposed that he would be al- 
lowed to cross the Mauch Chunk s 
bow.

That Is the Advice of a Man Who Has 
Just Returned From There—Few Are 


Successful. 

8. A. Waldron, who was formerly 
prominent in local politics and was a 
Democratic candidate for the Legisla- 
ture in 1896, has returned from Ncme 
and the gold country in that part of 
Alaska. He arrived home Thursday, 
and will stay here, having had enough 
of the struggle for riches in the frozen 
North. His advice to all persons who 
contemplate going there is that they 
remain here and put into some busi- 
ness the energy required to simply live 
there. 

“Many untrue reports have been sent 
out from the Nome country which 
amuse one who has been there,” said 
Mr. Waldron. “For example, I under- 
stand that 8 time ago the ‘news’ 
was published throughout the country 
that lawlessness was rampant at 


given over to gamblers and criminals, 
Nothing could be more false. To be 
sure the town is not as quict as a New 
England village, but there are few 
eases of violence there, and they do 
not have a dead man for breakrast 
every morning. It is true that in dis- 
putes over claims men have been shot, 
but that is to be expected. The tales 
that have been told to the effect that 
a man is in danger on the streets are 
wholiy false. There is plenty of gamb- 
ling, plenty of dance hals and saloons, 
many women of the under world, but 
unlers a man is looking for that class, 
he would not know any of them.

The country is rich, very rich, and wiil 
eontinue so for years to come, but 
not one man in ten or twenty, or almost 
fifty of thore who go there will make 
a fortune. The others may have some 
success, and many of them have taken 
out more than enough to live upon, but 
the bie successes are few and far be- 
tween. There bas been no scarcity of 
supplies, and men can live there, but 
food’ is, of course, high priced. It will 
be the big companies who work that 
country systematically who will make 
the big money. The energy réquired 
to achieve small successes there, if ap- 
plied to other business, would be cer- 
tain to result in success. Of course 
every man there thinks, like the pros- 
pectors here, that some day he will 
strike it rich, and they keep on striv- 
ing. If a man has $2000 saved up and 
goes to Nome with it, the chances are 
that when he returns he will have ex- 
pended his money merely for the ex- 
perience he has gained. It is no place 


for a poor man.”

LOCAL OIL FIELDS. 


HFESE are unsettled times among 

the local oil producers, for 7 is 

evident to hover ut 
the inner circle, that there is something 
doing. Just what is on foot is yet a 
mystery, as the Producers’ Association 
guards its secrets well. 

It has been known for weeks, how- 
ever, that the local combine was seek- 
ing a means for disposing of the prod- 
uct of 500 wells at a fair price. It has 
also been known for months that the 
Standard on Company was in the local 
fields to buy crude oll and find a mar- 
ket for the same. Recent contracts 
made by that corporation show that it 
has obtained large quantities of oil 
in other fields, and is reaching out for 
more. 

Now, there are those who, by put- 

ting two and two together, obtain a 
result satisfactory, to themselves at 
least. With such the unanimous ver- 
dict has been that the Standard Ou 
Company would obtain the handling of 
the local product. 
But there are others who might want 
the job. There is the Union Oi] Com- 
pany, with pipe lines, storage tanks and 
other facilities which put the company 
in a position to take the contract. 
And, the Off Storage and Transpor- 
tation Company of this city is a pos- 
sible marketer. 

The Union is apparently not over- 
anxious to swing 80 large an amount 
of of] as that represented by the loca! 
combine, and there are two reasons for 
this attitude. 

Not the least is the company's own 
production, which amounts to many 
thousands of barrels, for which a mar- 
ket must be found. A second reason 
given is that the Union Ol Company 
is practically controlled by the Stan- 
dard, inasmuch as the Standard is 
naw believed to hold the controiling 
interest in the United Petroleum Com- 
pany, which represents the controlling 
interest of the Union company. 

The Oj] Storage Company may secure 
a small part of the product to dispose 
of, but where the bulk of the local oil 
will go is to be settled within the next 
few days. The Oil Storage Company 
has also been reported to be the prop- 
erty of the Stan company; but the 
officers of the Ol) Storage Company 
deny this emphatically. 

Rumors have been sent abroad to the 
effect that the Standard company is 
seeking to obtain control of the oil 
wells of the State and play a game of 
freeze out. Little credence is given to 
such rts, as it has been the policy 
of the Standard ol Company to secure 
control of the product, paying the own- 
ers a price for the same.

vited to procure a charter under which 
they might organize, and Morris K.

This forethought and influence have 
been a great saving to the fund. 
ORGANIZING FOR WORK. 
The first meeting of the trustees 
was held May 18. 1882, in New York 
City, with ex-President Hayes, who 
had been designated by the donor as 
president of the board. in the chair. 
According to bylaws promptly adopt- 
ed, Chief Justice Waite became the 
vice-president, Mr. Jesup the treasurer 
and Dr. D. C. 
Mr. Slater himself was present at this 
meeting and paid over to the trustees 


the sum of $1,000,000, of which $520,750 


was invested in railroad bonds, and 
the remainder was in money. The 
letter of gift designated. as the gen- 
eral object to be exclusively pursued, 
„the uplifting of the lately emanci- 
ted population of the Southern 
es and their posterity by confer- 
ring on them the biessings of Chris- 
tian education.“ It was not only for 
the sake of the negroes, but also for 
the safety of our common country that 
Me.

INFLUENCE OF EX-PRESIDENT 
HAYES. 

At the meeting of the board in Oc- 
tober, 1890, President Hayes announced 
the resignation of Dr. Haygood, who 
had been elected a bishop of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church Souta. 
In consideration of the necessary ac- 

tion consequent upon the resignation 
the office of general agent was abol- 
| ished, and an education committee was 
| appointed, whose chairman was em- 
powered “to study the education and 
uplifting of the African race of the 
South,” and generally to perform such 
duties as had previously been the work 
of the general agent. Mr. Hayes, the 
president of the board, wrote to the 
| Hon. Robert C. Winthrop, the presi- 
| dent of the Peabody board, that “with 
entire unanimity the Slater board pre- 
ferred that the agent of the Peabody 

board should take up the work laid 
down by Bishop Haygood, and that 
the agent had been elected a member 
of the Slater board and made chair- 
man of its education committee.” It 
was deemed wise that the two boards 
should act in entire harmony. The 
writer of this paper accepted the po- 
sition, and the cohperatlon between 
the two boards has resulted in in- 
creased economy and efficiency. 

On January 17, 1893, President Hayes 
died. His death was a great loss to the 
| corporation, as it was to many other 
interests in which he was concerned. 
It was a happy thought in Mr. Slater 
to put him at the head of the trust. 
At any persona! inconvenience and 
sacrifice, he attended the meetings of 
the board and committees, and no one 
met more conscientiously and wisely 
the obligations he assumed. He was

LANDED AT AVALON AFTER LONG, 
HARD STRUGGLE. 


F. S. Schenck of New York Gets the 
Strike, but Has to Be Helped—Big 
Fish Splashing All Over the Bay and 


Fun Commencing. 
AVALON. June M.—{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent. ] 
Hooray! Hooray!! Hooray!!! Amid 


the exultant shouts of the entire popu- 
lation of the village, augmented by 
several hundred visitors, the little 
launch Mildred, Harry Elms, skipper, 
steamed into port at 12:30 today, with 
the first tuna of the season. The Mu- 
dred is under charter to F. 8. Schenck 
of New York, and while waiting for 
the advent of the tuna, Mr. Schenck 
has been practicing on the jewfish. He 
started out this morning at 7 o'clock 
for the jewfish grounds, but as they 
reached Pebbly Beach, Elms noted the 
splash of a tuna, and they imme- 
diately headed in that direction. 

They were soon among a multitu:le 
of these mighty fish, and Schenck hud 
strike after strͤe, until four bad 
broken away without being secure 
hooked. With the fifth it was di- 
ferent. The big fish was hooked 
firm and fast, and its rush was like 
chain lightning. When it was checked 
there remained less than 100 feet of lin» 
on his reel, and now came the battle 
for supremacy. It was give and take 
for two hours and thirty-fve minutes, 
and it was a battle for life. iy 
“pumping” the angler would occasion- 
ally gain a turn of his reel; sometimes 
two, and sometimes only a half, «nd 
then the fish would make a rush and 
take out ten or twenty feet. 

So the battle went on for two hours 
and twenty-one minutes, when Mr. 
Schenck, one his hands as bioviy 
as a butcher's, gave up. His left arin 
has been weakened by rheumatism, 
und the constant strain so affected it 
that it was almost paralyzed, neces+- 
tating the turning over of the rod iv 
the boatman. it was no child's play 
that Harry had on assuming the roa. 
The big fish was still full of grit, and 
there was no compromise in it, Ha 
pumped it and worked it for all he 
was worth, Mr. Schenck standing by 
and advising him to “Give K to him,” 
“Don't spare the rod; let it break,” 
“Soak it to him,” ete., ete. And Harry 
was working as though his life de- 
pended upon his effort for fifteen min- 
utes before he got the fish within 
reach of the gaff, and then the first 
tuna of the season wae safely landed. 
It weighed 148 pounds, but put up a 
fight which woutd have done credit to 
one twice its size. Mr. Schenck caugh: 
nineteen tuna last season, but none 
of them gave him euch a fight as did 
this one. 

Manning also had a tuna 
hooked, but after woring it for an 
hour and a half, lost lt. he is nursing 
a sprained wrist as the result of his 
encounter. 
Jim Gardner and M. G. Foster have 
been in the thick of a fight for three 
hours our more, as can be seen with 
glasses from Hotel Metropole, but the 
result cannot be foretold. 

The Mascot came in with a lot of 
broken tackle, one of the railway com- 
missioners having run up against a 
tuna to his sorrow. 

Half a dozen other boats have had 
strikes, and all about the bay this 
afternoon the big fish can be seen 
sending the epray into the air almost 
as high as the spouting of a whale. 
The tuna have come, and with a grand 
rush. All the bonts in the bay are out 
and everybody is excited. 

The Tuna Club has just saved its 
reputation. At the close of the tour- 
nament at the end of September last, 
the tuna fishers had all gone home, 
and there was but a corporal’s guard 
here to participate in the festivities. It 
was later decided to have the banquet 
hereafter on the lith of Jumne—‘In the 
midst of the tuna season’’—*o that all 
the tuna fishers might de present. 
There remained but one day of grace 
in which to catch a tuna before the 
bonquet. and it came near being a 
drv affair, as almost all the sports- 
men had become discouraged and left. 
But the day is saved, and tomorrow 
evening's banquet will be a jolly func- 
tion.
